good. The level of enemy shot 
was too low for them to escape.

Thus the enemy stood— 
many meters away and shoulder 
high in protective trenches—and 
gleefully blasted lifeless pockets 
into the tangle of helpless human 
beings. 


Alpha Company returned fire, 
of course.

The co mpany was zeroed 
in. 
Mo v ement w a s 
useless.

Casualties began to mount. Sur­ 
vivors were split into two groups 
those rescuing and those being 
rescued. 
Some, 
like Lt.

Southard o f Red Dak, Okla., q ual­ 
ified for both. He was wounded 
in the back but stay ed on to 
help organize evacuations. 


The lieutenant spent hours limp­ 
ing back and forth between the 
helicopters and hell. He would 
move, hit the ground when a 
shell ex ploded, get up, count his 
legs and move again. 


Once while down he heard a 
thud to his right. 
It was a mortar, a dud, buried 
12 inches from his head. 
Such rounds were uncommon, 
of course. Most of them worked 
and transformed the area into 
a chaotic composite of craters 
and corpses. A dozen men had 
died 
and 
scores more 
were 
wounded and calling for help. 
One trooper couldn’t call, how­ 
ever. He was hit in the side and 
choking on lungs filled with blood. 
He would have died in moments 
but was saved by a medic’s im­ 
possible trick. 
The aidman rigged a needle and 
tubing to a pliable plastic bottle, 
entered the apparatus into the 
dy ing man, and, sq ueezing the 
bottle furiously , sucked the vic­ 
tim ’s lungs completely clear. 
Others were not as fortunate.

And other y ouths a re 
still sacrificin g a g reat deal, including 255,000 in 
Viet Nam. 
Ou r y ou th has receiv ed all this with very little 
effort on the part of the n oisy minority whose 
photog raph was so promin en tly 
printed.

Is that he or she is a promising person, or not 
promisin g , as the case ma y be. There ha sn't been 
time to see. 
The chief adv an tag e of >outh is tha t it gives

Mistakes are the 
beginnings of experience, a nd 
ex perien ce is the beg in n in g 
of wisdom. But how 


ca n we expect this to a pply when we’re a ll told, 
night a nd da y , y outh a nd a dult a like, tha t the 
world owes us something for nothing? 
The Depa rtment of Hea lth, Educa tion a nd Wel­ 
fa re finds tha t in the postwa r “ Ba by Boom” births 
increa sed from a level of a bout 2 4 million a y ea r 
in the la te ’30s to 4.3 million in the la te *50s — a n 
increa se of a bout 80 per cent. As one result, the 
Census Burea u now reports tha t two of every five

tha n in 1847 a nd a bout 40 per cent of a ll Ameri­ 
ca ns. Wha t a re 40 per cent of our people to know 
in their blindfolds of inexperience? 
Surely it’s obvious tha t toda y too much em­ 
pha sis is put on persona l rights a nd too little on 
persona l responsibility . Yet most of our politicia ns 
compound this da ngerous problem by their prea ch­ 
ments nea rly every da y of their lives. 
Na tura lly , it’s politica lly profita ble for them 
to do so. They da ub a ma sterful ca moufla ge of 
spoken mora lity over the grim rea lity of politics. 
But where is their conscience? 
We a re a proud a nd honora ble people. Our 
serva nt, 
the government, 
sha mes us when 
It 
prea ches something for nothing a nd when this dis­ 
honesty becomes so preva lent a nd a ccepted by us 
tha t no distinction rema ins between honesty a nd 
politica l a va rice. 
A na tion’s rea l home is its inner spirit, a nd 
self-relia nce is the key to this. 
Wha t a profound disservice is done every da y 
to the silent men a nd women of cha ra cter a nd 
coura ge who susta in America a nd who a ssume 
a nd ca rry exa ctly the responsibilities tha t the poli­ 
ticia ns sa y America ca n a void. 
With ea ch politica l ca mpa ign, loca l a nd na ­ 
tiona l, we become a less educa ted people, not a 
more educa ted people. No ma tter how nia nv bil­ 
lions of the ta xpa y ers’ money the politicia ns vote 
for educa tion, the funds ca n never overcome the 
fa lse educa tion which the politicia ns themselves 
supply . 
All our grea t news media would do a hotter 
J ob if they did more to help unma sk this fra ud 
a nd did less to publicize the juvenile protests 
which a re its inevita ble by -product.
